The application has been amended as follows: Claims 1-7 have been cancelled. 

Claim 10 has been amended as follows, wherein the cancelled subject matter is redundant 
to subject matter presented in claim 8: 

Claim 10: 

In lines 1 - 3 of claim 10, delete the phrase, "the shorting plate has said length disposed 
between the first radiation patch and the ground plate, and" 
Claim 20 has been amended as follows: 
In lines 1 and 2 of claim 20 delete "(i)" and "(ii)" respectively. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach 

a corrugated fifth edge (portion of 28, Fig. 2) connecting the fourth edge and the second 
edge at fourth and fifth points, respectively, wherein said fourth point is located away from the 
third point and on the fourth edge and said fifth point being located away from the second point 

and on the second edge; 
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wherein said fifth edge comprises a plurality of corrugated hollows each extending fi-om 
a straight line connecting said forth and fifth points toward said third edge (Fig. 2)..
